A year after the civic elections, SEE asks coun

uring last fall’s municipal 
Peiccios campaign, Mayor 
Bill Smith returned SEE's 
phone calls without hesitation. 
During the year, when we want- 
ed to speak to the mayor about 
pressing civic issues, he 
returned our calls promptly. But 
when we told his executive 
assistant, Pat Lobregt, that we 
were doing a report card on city 
council and we needed an inter- 
view with the mayor, the return 
call never came. In fact, for 
more than two weeks we've 
been calling Lobregt, leaving 
messages on her voice mail, 
asking about an interview with 
the mayor. All we needed was 
30 minutes of the mayor's time. 
But Lobregt didn’t even give us 
the courtesy of a return phone 
call to say ‘no.’ 
In the absence of an inter- 


es to 


view with the mayor, we'll go 
with comments we got from 
Smith's colleagues on council: 
assessments of his performance 
vary from “he’s a flat-out embar- 
rassment” to “he’s the best asset

guy is everywhere: he leaves no 
ribbon uncut; there is no 
ground-breaking ceremony he 
cannot attend, no issue he can- 
not muddle in to. 

So that’s our reference point, 
culturally. Professionally, 
there’s more to the man. Ona 
few occasions, Mayor Smith has 
stood up and spoken the truth, 
cutting through rhetoric and 
shaking off his Mr. Nice-Guy 
image. Some say Smith is at his 
very best when he stops worry- 
ing about who he might offend 
and starts speaking his mind. 
Consider the protracted Maple 
Leaf meat cutters’ strike. 
Having wedged himself 


between angry butchers and 
Maple Leaf poobah Michael 
McCain, Smith finally blew his 
lid, telling the McCain empire to 
get serious or gO exploit the 
working class in some other 
city. It was a show of emotion

Bill’s willing to take a bullet 
for the city too: once, during a 
visit to Cold Lake, he scolded 
reporters for talking about 
something as mundane as 
Edmonton's Ring Road. Then he 
puked during a flight in a CF- 
118 fighter jet, and pronounced 
the flight wonderful. That's spir- 
it!

respect for the city’s friendly 
front-line ambassadors. 

Being mayor is a hard job, 
says veteran councillor Terry 
Cavanagh, who was twice voted 
from council to fill in for may- 
ors unable to complete their 
terms of office. 

“It’s lonely because you don’t 
know who wants your job,” 
Cavanagh said. “But you can see 
it when you go to a meeting, 
you can hear it in the way peo- 
ple ask questions.” 

Despite high marks for his 
smile, council members seem 
dissatisfied with Smith’s overall 
performance. Several expressed 
concern that the mayor doesn’t 
show enough leadership on 
council. “His major fault is he 
tries to do it all on his own,” 
said one. On the issue of region- 
al governance, one councillor 
said St. Albert Mayor Paul 
Chalifoux knows more about 
Edmonton than Smith does; 
others accuse him of flip-flop- 
ping on hot issues. Last year, 
Smith voted against using a 
$1.3-million windfall for social 
housing, directing it to general 
revenues instead. Then, at the 
committee level, he voted in 
favor of asking council to claw 
back the funds and divert it to 
help the homeless; then, in 
council, he voted against the 
motion again. 

There have even been whis- 
pers about “Mayor Thom” in 
city hall corridors, suggesting 
that city manager Bruce Thora 
is, in fact, in charge. 

Our advice to Mayor 
Smith: Tell the hired help to 
return ALL of your phone calls. 
Learn to follow your gut rather 
than your political instinets, and 
spend a little quality time with 
council — surely you can charm 
them into working with you.

“So the budget we'll 
be looking at will say ‘here are 
the services you'll need to cut 
back on.’ And budget time is the 
wrong time to cut services — 
those are policy decisions.”

here is a hole in my heart. 
To not long ago in Edmon- 

ton, a man and his wife made 
me stand tall by letting me sit 
down. By replenishing my stomach 
they sealed the wound in my heart. 
What I wouldn't give to have them 
back, and the humble palace they 
built for Afrikans and everyone 
else who knew the miracles they 
wrought by transubstantiating 
njera — Ethiopian bread — into 
the sacred body of a community. 

Let me tell you about Derege 
and Rosemary and their sadly-no- 
more Ibex Ethiopian Restaurant. 

Mitchell Duneier wrote a pas- 
sionate book, reads like a novel, 
called Slim’s Table, about a 
Chicago restaurant where Black 
men ate and shared wisdom and 
charted their universe. They held 
each other together and upward as 
moral exemplars for their neigh- 
borhood and above the turbulence 
of their nation, ennobled by a code 
of honor and dignity made flesh by 
their deeds and brotherhood. 

That’s what Ibex was, that’s 
what it still means to me; a place 
where Afrikans met and ate and 
drank and laughed, and sometimes 
even cried, where baptisms and 
ancient coffee ceremonies inhabit- 
ed a simple off-Jasper interior, 
where murals spoke of a world 
where Africans thrived. 

So what would you see ona 
given walk-in-sit-down-pleased-to- 
meetcha night at Ibex? The dark 
insides shimmering with copper 
and the rainbows of Mexican blan- 
kets that became table cloths (the 


owner gave me one before the Fall 
of Ibex and now it is my piece of 
the lost ark). A lady asks what 
you'd like. Before you know it, 
you're doing as she does: tearing 
shreds of the white pancake-style 
bread and scooping up morsels of 
butter-happy carrot, and potato or 
beef and chicken swimming in suc- 
culent gravies. You don’t use a 
fork or a spoon and your entire 
party eats from the same plate. 
One dinner. One heart. 

And by the time you're drinking 
Ethiopian tea, wafting with the 
honest pucker of cloves, you’ve 
gotten to know the people who 
make this place. Derege and 
Rosemary and the others are as 
delicious as the food they give you. 
One night it’s the baptism dinner 
for their new-born; another it’s 
Derege yet again offering me din- 
ner, on him. On a Saturday night 
it’s the beautiful waitress Himanott 
in a different role, as nightclub 
singer with exotic Ethiopian bal- 
lads of romance, seemingly singing 
to me alone in a scene that could 
be from Spike Lee. 

This was a place where people 
came in just to say hello, where 
folks drank and ate well into the 
morning. A community lived inside 
its walls. And then one day, due to 
a dispute with a landlord and an 
unforeseeable family tragedy, it 
was all gone. What had been much 
more than Cheers to countless 
East Africans and others became a 
hollow shell. It still stands empty. 
There was beauty and harmony 
once on Jasper Avenue. 

And now it’s gone.

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LaRoi loves life in local scene

itting in the Monday-morning 

café to chat about his new disc, 

Everett LaRoi's looking a bit 
groggy. No coffee for this boy; he’s 
sucking back some strangely-col- 
ered fluid featuring that great gin- 
seng taste kids these days go for 

“This is for rehydration,” LaRoi 
manages to explain between great 
Herculean swigs. “They wouldn't 
let me stop playing last night.” 

“They” is the crowd at Sunday’s 
open stage at Mickey Finn’s, the 
weekly cavalcade of music LaRoi 
presides over. It’s obvious this is 
something he loves doing, a power 
source. 

“The energy people have, when 
they get on stage the first time, 
they’re so alive,” Everett grins. 
“Whether they remember all the 
words, whether or not they blank 
out on one song, isn’t so impor- 
tant. A lot of people, you can see 
it’s a really big thing for them, and 
you see them sort of conquer that 
and come back. I usually say ‘Do it 
six times, then after that you'll get 
more relaxed.” 

Six times, huh? Then you must 
get super-relaxed after 600 or 
6,000 or however many times you 
end up performing when you begin 
playing music while you’re still 
young enough to be wearing paja- 
mas with the little feet on them. 

“Some of my first memories are 
actually on the piano bench with 


my mom. I also remember hitting 
that piano with a hammer. . 
there's still chips in my parents’ 
keys. It was my punk youth.” 

Between then and now came the 
bands. First, Route 66, and “col- 
lege radio hits” in the days of 
Reaganomics, Commodore 64s 
and Devo’s crappier albums. Then 
came Idyl Tea, running up to 1995 
and leaving a trail of albums, 
videos, empty kegs and broken- 
hearted schoolgirls in their 
TransCanadian wake.

And they know it’s usually funny 
light-hearted stuff. Anyone who 
doubts The Bone House represents 
anything but a complete departure 
from Chan's previous works is dead 
wrong. And you will be made to pay 
for your sins, all alone, in the dark. 

That's where you end up, ulti- 
mately, in Chan's disturbing little 
house of horrors. The premise of 
the play is straightforward. Eugene 
Crowley (Adam Henderson) is 
delivering a lecture on the nature 
and habits of serial killers. Maybe

taries about killers: you know Ted 
Bundy, The Night Stalker, Son of 
Sam and their ilk.

these vicious killers, we are more 
interested in murderers than 
heroes. And we are more like them. 

Crowley’s lecture will strike you 
as being odd, however, with a freak- 
ish sideshow element to it. As 
Crowley, Henderson is every inch 
the obsessed, driven, manipulative, 
charming con as any serial killer 
must be. 

Serial killers won’t take you out 
with some weapon, but rather with 
a silky-smooth con job. A serial 
killer won’t be lurking in the shad- 
ows of a parking lot, he’ll be the 
trustworthy guy who offers to walk 
you to the car. 

“They'll be wearing winning 
smiles. By the time you see thei 
real face, it’s too late?

he story is not new. A plan goes 
Toe A hostage situation. A 

media circus. The story has been 
seen before in a couple of classic 
films: Dog Day Afternoon and Mad 
City. Up until now, the story is 
about disenfranchised white folks 
overwhelmed by their situation and 
turned into pawns of the media. 

And then there is Light It Up. It’s 
young, it’s relevant and it’s urban, in 
accordance with the latest market- 
ing euphemism for ‘Black.’ The lead 
actor is Usher (The Faculty), the 20- 
year-old King of Hip Hop Soul with 
his albums Thinking of You and My 
Way, which went quadruple plat- 
inum (5 million). 

At first glance, it seems too easy. 
Place a hot musical talent in the 
lead role of a message movie, part- 
ner him up with serious peer talent: 
Sara Gilbert (Roseanne), Rosario 
Dawson (Kids), Fredro Starr (from 
the band Onyx), and Robert 
Ri’Chard, who plays Ziggy , and 
back him up with heavy-duty sup- 
port: Forest Whitaker, Vanessa 
Williams and Judd Nelson. Sure box 
office. 

Lester (Usher) takes over his high 
school where conditions are pre- 
posterously bad. A cop (Whitaker) 
is taken hostage. The media find 
out. Chaos and injustice ensue. But 
there’s something about the plot. 
It's based on fact. Inner-city schools 
in the U.S. do exist with massive 
overcrowding, no heat in the win- 
ter, a shortage of teachers and 
administrations that haven’t a clue 
how to administrate. 

“When I started the film,” Usher 
says in an exclusive interview from 
New York, “I didn’t really know that 
this was something that actually is 
happening, like in south L.A., at a 
high school in Fremount. Ninety per 
cent of the 3,000 students who 
attend that high school walked out 
until the school had better condi- 
tions and the principal had been 
reviewed because she was not capa- 
ble of handling the job.

peaceful. This film will actually help 
people realize that this is going on.” 

Usher is a tall, slender and sweet- 
ly soft-spoken man with a social 
conscience working overtime. 

“Yes, Lester is coping with the 
fact that he has a personal issue 
going with the cops. He is always 
being looked at as a criminal, even 
before he opens up his mouth,” 

But what would a talent like 
Usher know about that kind of 
harassment? One would think he 
lives in the jet stream of life. Based 
in Atlanta, Usher still gets pulled 
over by the police. “All the time. 
The last time was when I first got 
my Porsche. It was ‘a concern’ 
about what is this car doing in this 
neighborhood. I was leaving College 
Park in Atlanta and my producer 
lives there. But the cop said he 
pulled me over because I fit the 
description of someone.” 

His reaction is action, not anger. 
“T decided to start a foundation 
offering anything that I can possibly 
do, any services that I can render to 
help people in need. It’s called the 
New Look Foundation. It started 
when I realized all kids need is 
someone to believe in them to 
believe in themselves. They need 
someone who will stand next to 
them when their parents are work- 
ing under minimum wage, working 
extra jobs and they can’t really be 
there for their kids.” 

Light It Up is more than the for- 
mula it follows. And Usher is more 
than a person who will attract audi- 
ences. The combination speaks 
about and to a generation unlike 
any seen since the ’60s, a generation 
prepared to act on their beliefs.
